ALONG FRONT IN FRANCE 


Violent Attacks Against the 

French Near St. Quentin 
and LaFere Are Broken 
Up by Artillery. 


GERMANS ARE ACTIVE 
ALONG RUSSIAN FRONT 


Repulsed After Making 
Gains in Vilna Region and 
Near Brody — Turks Still 
in Retreat. 


New York, March 22.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)-~—The Germans, acording to latest 
British and French official communica- 
tions, apparently are ending their re- 
treat along the front in France and 
are preparing to give battle everywhere 
to their oncoming foes. Paris reports 
that between the Somme and the Oise 
the Germans made successive violent 
attacks against the French troops, hold- 
ing the east bank of the St. Quentin 
canal, but that the French machine 
guns stopped them. 

Attacks also were delivered by the 
Germans near La Fere and between 
the Lan road and the River Aijisne, 
but the French barrage broke them up. 
London reports that from the south of 
Arras to the west of St. Quentin along 
the entire British front, the Germans 
are stiffening their resistance increas- 
ingly. The only advance by the en- 
tente along the French front is claimed 
by the French, who crossed the Ailette 
river at several points. 

The communication of the Berlin war 
Officé asserts that on both sides of the 
Somme and Oise rivers engagements 
between Germans and entente advance 
detachments have resulted favorably 
for the Germans. 8 


GERMAN’S ATTACK 
ON RUSS FRONT. 


There has been a renewal of activity 
on the Russian front in the Vilna re- 
gion. Here the Germans made an ad- 
vance over a front of miles and 
on Lida and captured 225 Russians 
and a number of guns. Petrograd ad- 
mits the advance, but says that later 
the territory was retaken. In Galicia, 
near Brody, German attacks have been 
repulsed. 

The Turks in Persia are still in re- 
treat before the Russians, says Petro- 
grad. Nothing new has come through 
concerning the operations of the British 
against the Ottomans north and north- 
east of Bagdad. 

The entente allies are still on the of- 
fensive against the forces of the cen- 
tral powers in- Macedonia, but Berlin 
gays that attacks north of Monastir 
have been repulsed. The usual artil- 
lery duels and minor infantry attacks 
continue in the Austro-Italian theater. 


FRENCH VICTORS 
NEAR ST. QUENTIN. 


Paris, March 22.—Hard fighting has 
been in progress between the French 
and Germans in the neighborhood of 
St. Quentin, according to the official 
war office statement issued tonight. 
The Germans made a number of at- 
tempts to drive ¢he French back from 
the banks of the St. Quentin canal, but 
the attaeks failed. 

There also were lively engagements 
west of La Fere, one of the German 
strongholds. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“In the region of St. Quentin skirm- 
ishes between patrols have occurred 
north of Dallon. Between the Somme 
and the Oise the enemy in the course 
of the day made violent attempts to 
drive us back from the east bank of 
the canal of St. Quentin, which we 
occupy in front-of Clastres amd Mon- 
tescourt. Successive attacks by the 
enemy were broken down by our ma- 
chine gun fire. 

“Spirited engagements to the west 
of La Fere likewise ended in a com- 
plete check for the enemy, 

“South, of the Oise our detachments

“North of the Aisne the Germans re- 
newed their attempts between the 
Laon road and the river. Three at- 
tacks against the Vregny-Chivres line 
were arrested by our barrage fire. 
South of the Aisne, enfilading the ene- 
my’s trops, our artillery inflicted upon 
them very heavy losses. 

“The artillery fighting was quite 
violent in the Woevre at the foot of 
the Meuse hills. An enemy attempt on 
the Romainville farm, sector of St. 
Mihiel. was unsuccessful. There is 
nothing to report on the rest of the 
front. 

“all reports that have reached us 
confirm that the enemy has system- 
atically pillaged and ravaged the 
evacuated zone without, in a majority 
of the @ases. military reasons. For 
instance General von Fleck, command- 
ant 17, E. C. A., German, on quitting 
Ham carried away the furnishings of 
the house that he had occupied in 
that town.”

She said 
she then married A. V. D. Enden, an- 
other German, which name she gave to 
Chief Lanford as her own. 

She stated her husband is now in 
Chattanooga, Tenn., having walked to 
that place through the country, making 
his way by selling photographs along

BAGK IN HOME PORT 


German Raider Captured 22 

Steamers and 5 Sailing 
Ships During the Second 
Cruise in Atlantic. 


Berlin, March 22.—(Via Sayville.)— 
The German auxiliary crulser Moewe 
has returned into a home port of the 
navy from a second cruise in the At- 
lantic ocean, it*’was announced today 
by the German admiralty. 

The Moewe, according to the state- 
ment, captured 22 steamships and five 
sailing ships, aggregating 123,000 tons 
gross. 

The statement follows: 

“The German auxiliary cruiser 
Moewe has returned into a home port 
of the navy from a second cruise in 
the Atlantic ocean, where she stayed 
for several months under command of 
Burgrave and Copnt von Dohna-Schlo- 
dien. 

“The ship captured 22 steamers and 
five sailitg vessels with a gross ton- 
nage of 123,000. They included 21 
hostile steamers, of which eight were 
armed and five in the service of the 
British admiralty, as wel] as four hos- 
tile sailing ships. 

“Among the vessels captured by the 
Moewe were the Voltaire, an English 
steamer of 8,617 tons gross, in ballast,

AMERICA IS FIRST 
TO RECOGNIZE NEW 
RUSS GOVERNMENT 


Ambassador Francis Ex- 
tends Formal Congratula- 
tions of United States to 
Council of Ministers As- 
sembled in Palace. 


Petrograd, March 22.—(Via London.) 
The United States is the first nation to 
recognize formally the new govern- 
ment of Russia 

Ambassador Francis made a prelimi- 
nary call today on Foreign Minister 
Milukoff immediately upon the receipt 
of instructions from the state depart- 
ment at Washington. This afternoon, 
accompanied by his staff, including the 
naval and military attaches, he went 
to the Marinsky palace, where the 
council of ministeyg was assembled, 
made the formal recognition and pre- 
sented congratulations and felicitations 
on behalf of the United States. 

The naval‘and military attaches ap- 
peared in ful uniforms, while Ambas- 
sador Francis and the secretaries wore 
afternoon dress. 

Received in Council Chamber. 

The ambassadorial party was re- 
ceived in the council chamber. All the 
ministers were present and stood in a 
row behind: the sémi-circular table. 
Ambassador Francis stepped from the 
group of secretaries an addressed the 
ministers, saying: 

“I have the honor, as the ambassador 
and representative of the government 
of the United States accredited to Rus- 
sia, to state, in accordance with in- 
structions, that the government of the 
United States has recognized the new 
government of RussiaandI, as ampbas- 
sador of the United States, will be 
pleased to continue intercourse with 
Russia through the medium of the new 
government. 

“May the -cordial relations existing 
between the two countries continue to 


obtain; may they prove mutually satis- 
factory and beneficial.”

“Permit me in the name of the pro- 
visional government to answer the act 
of recognition by the United States.

STEP WAS URGED 
BY AMBASSADOR. 

Washington, March 22.—Forma] and 
full recognition by the United States 
of the new government of Russia was 
announced tonight at the state depart- 
ment. The silence which has been ob- 
served at the dapartment concerning 
the events in Russia was broken when 
officials learned that the news of Am- 
bassador Francis’ official welcoming 
of the new regime-had been received 
in press dispatches. 

It may now be stated that on Tues- 
day the department received a long 
dispatch from Ambassador’ Fran- 
cis asking authorization to recog- 
nize formally the new government. The 
ambassador pointed out that the new 
Russia was founded on the same prin- 
ciples which had inspired the framers 
of the American republie and that its 
leaders stood for all that this country 
held sacred. The revolution, he said, 
had been entirely successful and good 
order prevailed everywhere. 

Fitting Step for United States. 

The ambassador particularly sug- 
gested that the United States should 
be the first nation to welcome the new 
Russian government into the family of 
nations. He recalled America’s policy 
to do everything in its power for the 
extension of republican principles and 
spoke most highly of a movement 
which in less than a week had given

AS TO WAR DECLARATION 


Wilson Suspends 8-Hour 
Law on Naval Contracts. 
Baker Calls Meeting of Na- 
tional Defense Council. 


Washington, March 22.—Word that a 
European neutral might offer media- 
tion to prevent open war between the 
United States and Germany has come 
to the administration without causing 
surprise or in any way affecting the 
government’s plans for meeting the 
situation forced by submarine ruthless- 
ness. Such a proposal is regarded here 
as nothing more than another scheme 
fostered by Germany with the hope of 
confusing the issue, and possibly di- 
viding sentiment in this country while 
the destruction of American lives and 
ships on the high seas continues. 

At the state department today offi- 
ciala would neither deny nor confirm 
that the government already had been 
approached en this subject, although 
it was admitted informally that some 
such move was not unexpected. It was 
very emphatically stated that no suUs- 
Igestion of mediation or didcussion 
would be considered unless it was ac- 
companied by abandonment of illegal 
assaults upon American shipping, 4 
course to which there is no reason for 
believing the impertal government is 
giving a thought. 

The feeling in all quarters here is 
that the United States has with infinite 
patience and forbearance done every- 
thing possible with honor to avoid the 
virtual state of war now existing 
through German aggression. So long 
as this aggression continues, officials 
say there is. nothing to be done but 
adopt measures of defense, and no basis 
exists for discussion.

| Washington, Mafch 22.—American 
Consul Mahin, at Amsterdam, cabled 
the state department tonight that the 
American steamer Healdton, sunk by 
a submarine yesterday off Terschelling, 
Holland, was torpedoed without warn- 
ing and that twenty of the crew were 
drowned. 

The consul’s dispatch follows:

north of Terschelling, Holland. Twen- 
ty of the crew drowned.

Likewise, Ambassa- 
dor Bakmeteff here will receive new 
credentials as representing not the em- 
peror, but the Russian government, if 
the change in government does not re- 
sult in changes in the diplomatic serv- 
ice.

With regard to hoarding, it is said 
that the police will be empowered to 
search private houses and if more than 
a fortnight’s supply of sugar, on a 
basis of a weekly allowance of three- 
quarters of a pound per capita, is 
found, the persons so hoarding will be 
severely punished. Traders also 
would be. prohibited, under penalties, 
from attempting to compel purchasers 
to buy other things before being sup- 
plied with sugar, potatoes and similar 
commodities, as this system has led to 
mischievous waste.

SEES PRUSSIA'S FALL. 
(W RUSS REVOLUTION 


The Revolt Has Been Russia’s 
Greatest Service, Wires 
Lloyd-George. 


London, Mareh 22.—Premier David 
Lloyd-George today telegraphed to the 
Russian premier saying he believed the 
revolution in Russia was the greatest 
service the Russians had yet rendered 
to the allied cause, and that it was a 
sure promise that the Prussian military 
autocracy, the only barrier to peace, 
would soon be overthrown. The text of 
the telegram follows: 

“It is with sentiments of the most 
profound satisfaction that the peoples 
of Great Britain and the British domin- 
ions have learned that their great ally, 
Russia, now stands with the nations 
which base their institutions upon re- 
sponsible government. 

“Much as we appreciate the loyal and 
steadfast co-operation which we have 
received from the late emperor and the 
armies of Russia during the past two 
and one-half years, yet I believe that 
the revolution, whereby the Russian 
people have based their destinies on a 
sure foundation of freedom, is the 
greatest service which they have wet 
made to the cause for which the allied 
peoples have been fighting since Au- 
gust, 1914. It reveals the fundamental 
truth that this war is at the bottom a 
struggle for popular government and 
for liberty. It shows that through war 
the principle of liberty, which is the 
only sure safeguard to peace in the 
world, has already won one resounding 
victory. It is a sure promise that the 
Prussian military autocracy, which be- 
gan the war and which still is the only 
barrier to peace, will itseJf before long 
be overthrown. Freedom is a condition 
of peace, and J do not doubt that as the 
result of the establishment of a stable 
constitutional government within their 
borders the Russian people will be 
strengthened in their resolve to prose- 
cute this war until the last stronghold 
of tyranny on the continent of Europe 
is destroyed and free peoples in all 
lands can unite to secure for them- 
selves and their children thé blessings 
of fraternity and peace.”’ ;

The Dalziel resolution urged the gov- 
ernment to take immediate stens to 
birng about a settleemnt of the Irish 
question.

commission to endeavor to reach:a set- 
tlement of the home rule controversy. 
Great Britain had entered the war for 
a scrap of paper, he added, but he was 
unable to forget the existence of an 
Irish scrap of paper which was in- 
dorsed by the will of the British people. 

It would be impossible for the gov- 
ernment to persevere with its motion 
to extend the life of the present parlia- 
ment, Sir James continued, if there was 
a solid body of opinion in the house of 
commons against them, and every day’s 
delay was recruiting a supporter to the 
physical force party in Ireland. 

Mr. Bonar Law welcomed the tone 
of the debate. He declared that far 
from desiring a general election on the 
Irish question, as had been suggested, 
he would detest such an idea. The 
present situation, however, was a blem- 
ish on British statesmanship besides 
being a handicap in carrving on the 
war. All parties agreed that it was 
impossible to impose a settlement on 
Ulster by force. The government, the 
chancellor continued, was anxious fora 
settlement, but sacrifices must be made 
on all sides. He hoped Ulster would 
prove less adamant, and if the nation- 
alists would openly avow their readi- 


‘ness to act with the same spirit of the 


sritish parties their task would prove 
a much easier one.

HALSEY WILL HEAD 
VOCATIONAL BUREAU 


New Manager Will Be Ap- 


pointed to Take Charge of 
the Clearing House for 
Employment. 


George D. Halsey was yesterday 
elected by the board of education di- 
rector of the new bureau of educational 
research and vocational guidance which 
the board has been enabled to establish 
through the generosity of Cator Wool- 
ford. 

The bureau will be opened on or 
about the first of May, at which time 
Mr. Halsey will take charge. Mr. Hal- 
sey has been manager of the Clearing 
House for Employment established by 
Mr. Woolford in the Chamber of Com- 
merce building with the co-operation 
of the leading employers among the 
merchants of the city. 

Having operated this bureau most 
successfully and built it up to a high 
point of efficiency generally recog- 
nized by business men, Mr. Halsey was 
regarded by the board as being well 
qualified to organize and put on a 
working basis the new school enter- 
prise. The Clearing House for Employ- 
ment will not be supefseded, however, 
but will continue in operation under 
the direction of another man, whom 
Mr. Halsey will break in to‘the work 
between now and May 1l. 

In connection with the new bureau 
there will also be given to the pupils 
of the schools elementary instruction in 
scientific agriculture and home and 
school gardening. An expert will be 
selected by the board at a later date 
to take charge of this part of the 
work. 

One of the main purposes of the new 
bureau is to obviate the loss of time in 
pupils coming from the public schools 
in getting settled down to the work for 
which they are most adapted. A study 
will be made of the aptitudes of the 
pupils and they will be in touch with 
employers. In that way the bureau is 
expected to do efficient service both 
for pupils and employers and soon 
prove itself an almost indispensable 
part of our educational system. 

The bureau was first suggested by 
W. H. Terrell, member of the board of 
education from the first ward, and was 
recommended by the board of educa- 
tion; but, owing to the city’s lack of 
funds to put it in operation, it would 
have gone by default but for the offer 
of Mr. Woolford to donate $6,000 an- 
nually for two years to get it started.

In the fight with posse- 
men the same day his own career was 
ended and two co-fugitives lost their 
lives. :

Address of Senator Smith. 

The senator’s address was in part 
follows: 

“War with Germany ts inevitable, but 
it will not be against the German peo- 
ple. The people of America for the 
most part love and respect the German 
people. War will be against the German 
Kaiser and his system of ruthlessness. 
This is a time for no half-hearted 
measures by our government, but firm 
steps must be taken. 

“In case of war our submarine chas- 
ers will sweep the war zones of Eu- 
ropean waters, and we can easily raise 
one billion dollars, or more if neces- 
Sary, to finance the allies on land. Our 
industrial resources will be utilized in 
making scores and scores of submarine 
chasers, submarines, aircraft, and am- 
munition for the allies, and in defense 
of our own coasts. 

“Germany has 


as 


committed ruthless 
acts, and only quick redress by Ger- 
many can stop the outbreak of war. 
Within thirty days I expect to see both 
governments make admissions that a 
state of war exists hetween them. ‘This 
state of war actually exists at the pres- 
ent moment. 

“Il am glad that American forces can 
join hands not with those of the Rus- 
sian czar, but with a free Russian peo- 
ple. | expect to see a German democ- 
rnev at the close of hostilities,’ and 
when these great nations of the world, 
with the United States, have set up de- 
mocracies, there will be everlasting 
peace, for democracies will find other 
wavs of settling their difficulties than 
by bloodshed and the horrors of war.”

BAPTIST CANVASS 
~ WALL OPEN APRIL 3 


Donation to Fund of $5,000 
by Walter W. Brooks An- 
nounced by Dr. Henry A. 
Porter Thursday. 


Beginning April 8, the Baptists of 
Atlanta will open a whirlwind cam- 
paign to raise the $100,000 needed to 
pay the purchase price of the Georgia 
Baptist hospital. The campaign will 
last one week, and before the end of 
the time they expect to have the entire 
amount lined up. 

The $100,000 that Atlanta Baptists 
are asked to contribute is part of the 
$500,000 that will be raised all over 
the state to pay off the indebtedness 
of Baptist institutions. 

As a preliminary step to the cam- 
paign the Baptist women of Atlanta 
will hold a rally Tuesday, March 27, at 
the First Baptist church. Mrs. Sam P. 
Jones, president of the woman’s aux- 
iliary of the hospital association, will 
preside. Dr. Henry A. Porter and 
other prominent Baptist workers in the 
city will be the speakers. It is plan- 
ned to have 3,000 Baptist women attend 
this gathering. 

Thursday afternoon Dr. Porter, who 
is actively in charge of the campaign, 
announced another $5,000 donation to 
the fund. This was subscribed by Wal- 
ker W. Brooks, 1540 Peachtree street. 
This, with another donation of $5,000 
announced last week, brings the total 
to date to $10,000. In addition to this, 
$10,000 has been subscribed toward 
erecting a new hospital building. 

In order to facilitate the work of 
raising the $100,000, the committee of 
21 first appointed has been enlarged 
to 100 members. This committee will 
meet edaily during the campaign at 
lunch at a downtown hotel. They will 
make their canvass in pairs, and make 
daily reports at the meetings. W. W. 
Orr is secretary of the committee of 
21 and will probably be elected to the 
same position on the larger committee.

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STRIKING LINEMAN, 


DECLARED GUILTY 


After Being Out for Several 
Hours, Jury Finds Against 
W. J. Foster and Recom- 
mends Mercy.

Dodgen, the convicted dynamiter, 
took the stand during the trial, stat- 
ing that Pollard had visited him in jail 
before his trial, suggesting perjured 
evidence in effort to establish an alibi.

This proposed change, they stated, would 
mean an increase in rates which they regard- 
ed as unjust and which, the Macon and Au- 
gusta people claimed, would practically elim- 
inate them from competing with South Car- 
olina manufacturers in the Savannah mar- 
ket. Rates were cited in North and South 
Carolina to show that the rates in those 
states are lower than the Georgia rates 
would be. 

Those appearing for the brick manufactur- 


ers wer.'E. W. Matthews, rate expert; H. H, 


Stafford, president of the Georgia-Carolina 
Brick company, of Augusta; Judge Calloway, 
of Augusta, and Attorney John R. L. Smith, 
ef Macon, 

Merrel P, Callaway, counsel for the rail- 
roads, admitted for the railroads that they 
are seeking an increase in rates, taking the 
position that. the movement and character 
of brick justifies the increase, and reiterat- 
ing the position of the carriers that their 
expenses of maintenance and. operation have 
so increased In recent years that increase. 
in revenue are neccessary. In addition to 
figures already submitted, Mr. Callaway sub- 
mitted the following increases in the cost 
of material and operation: 

Locomotives of same type, $12,500 in 1905, 
and $25,000 now; box cars, $700 in 1905 
and $1,300 now; flat cars, $600 in 1905, and 
$1,032 now; that locomotives sought by the 
Louisville and Nashville last November 1 
were quoted at $21,169, and when actually 
bought, March 1, 1917, cost $39,250; that ths; 
coal bill under contract for June 1, 1917, 
will cost the Southern railway $2.500,000 more 
than last year; will cost the Atlantic Coast 
Line $1,500,000 more; will cost the Sezcboard 
Air Line $1,000.000. 

Mr. Callaway cited 10-hour pay for 8 
hours’ work as another increased item of ex- 


pense. : 
Mr. Stafford was of the opinion that these

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COLONEL CRUMP FINDS SOUTH 
UNITED FOR NATIONAL DEFENSE 


“Everywhere I have been I have found the 
people keenly alive to the peril of the mo- 
ment, and as keenly in sympathy with the 
country’s cause fervent in their patriotism. 
My travels have only confirmed most uncon- 
trovertibly the opinion that I have always 
held: That in no section of America are the 
people more unanimous, more zealous in their 
loyalty to the flag, or more united in. their 
support of the doctrine of preparedness for 
national protection,” said Colonel Malcom H. 
Crump, Bowling Green, Ky., field secretary 
of the Universal Training league, who is in 
Atlanta on his return home after a complete 
tour of the south in the interests of the or- 
ganization he represents. 

Primarily the Universal Military Training 
league, a strictly “preparedness organiza- 
tion of American business and professional 
men, was formed to create, foster and cement 


| sentiment to promote the enactment of the 


Chamberlain compulsory military training 
bill, pending before the United States sen- 
ate. Its headquarters are in Chicago; “De- 
fense, not Defiance,” is its motto. 

Explaining the reasons for his tour of the 
south, Colonel Crump said: 

“Somehow, from some source, the impres- 
sion that the people of the south are not 
overly enthusiastic in their national patriot- 
ism gained circulation in certain other sec- 
tions of the country. Echoes of it reached 
the league headquarters, and I, being a 
southerner myself, was asked about it by one 
of the league officials. 

“Of course, I discredited such a thought, 
with all vehemence I possess; and the thing 
resulted in my being commissioned to make 
a thorough canvass of this section of the 


country in the interests of the league and to 
sound out the popular sentiment. 

“I have just completed fulfillment of 
my mission, and I am on my way baok to 
Bowling Green, whence I am going to re- 
port that if there is any one section of the 
country above another which is on fire with 
patriotism, and in unanimous accord with the 
doctrine of preparedness and in favor of com- 
pulsory military training of the young mea 
of America, it is the south, and I am proud 
to be able to say it.” 

Colonel Crump has visited every city and 
town of any consequence in the states of 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana, Florida and Georgia while 
upon this trip. His method has been, not to 
hold meetings, but to visit the business men, 
the bankers,.the merchants, the homes, the 
men on the streets, laborers at work, etc., 
man-to-man, and hold personal interviews 
with them. His conclusion, summarized above, 
is based largely upon what the people them- 
selves told him. 

Also he carried with him a pamphlet pub- 
lished by his league, entitled “Our Nation 
in Danger,” and containing argument in fa- 
vor of the enactment of the Chamberlain 
bill as a national security measure. This 
pamphlet is for general distriubtion; and 
one of the means Colonel Crump employed 


to facilitate and broaden the scope of its 
circulation was to request bank presidents to 
mail them out to business clients. 

“It may surprise some of our friends of the 
north,” said he, “but it is a fact neverthe- 
less that while on this tour of the south I 
have in this way alone placed 2,000,000 copies 
of this pamphlet in the people’s hands.” 

Colonel Crump will leave Atlanta for his 
home in Bowling Green tonight. * 


BORN IN RUSSIA, 
PROF. JULIUS MAGATH 
wWISCUSSES REVOLUTION 


Editor Constitution: I do not suppose 
that the people in America can realize fully 
what the revolution in Russia with the over- 
throw of the prevalent system of government 
means to the people of that country, because 
they can not even imagine the bondage from 
which deliverance has come. I left Russia 
when quite young, and yet, the horrors and 
atrocities under which the people existed 
are «till vivid in my mind. Human life had 
little value there, and in most horrible 
prisons there languished for years men and 
women who, in a free country, would have 
been lavished with honors and praises be- 
cause of their brilliant. intellects and love 
for humanity. 

Not infrequentiy, a young woman full of 
enthusiasm and compassion for the peasani 
children, would bury herself in the country, 
and with self-sacrificing devotion dedicate 
herself to the task of establishing a little 
school; when, before she was aware of the 
fact that she was being watched, a g@vern- 
ment spy would report her to the police, and 
she would often disappear without trial or 
the knowledge of her parents, exposed to 
brutalities in the crowded detention prisons 

A few years ago a nephew visited me. He 
was a bright fellow, and is making a good 
living in this country. He got into trouble 
with the police at a so-called illegal meeting, 
which, as a matter of fact, was nothing more 


than a literary club, but the government did 
bmot favor education—it is too dangerous for 


autocracy. 
One evening while engaged in his work ina 


He lived in the town of Lidda. 


lawyer’s office he heard such a commotion 
in the \streets that he rushed out to see what 
was the matter. He found large crowds in 
the streets, many of them in the red blouse, 
the uniform of reform and freedom. From 
many an improvised platform speeches were 
being made in praise of the Tzar for grant- 
ing the people the boon of freedom of speech 
and freedom of the press; the newspapers 
that had just arrived from Vilnaso announced, 
and hence the jubilation; men and women 
who were total strangers to each other kissed 
and hugged each other for sheer joy. It 
was a day none ever expected to see in Rus- 
sia. This lasted three days. Meantime the 
emissaries of the Tzar were watching. The 


ring-leaders were banished to Siberia, and. 


darkness reigned once more over the peo- 
ple. So was hope for freedom often sup- 
pressed, until there seemed to be no hope left 
—and the worst of it was that the Church 
of Russia was at the very bottom of the 
whole miserable affair. 

One day two Jews were trying to get away 
fron? Russia. At the frontier one of them 
succeeded in bribing the guards and he was 
allowed to pass; the other either did not 
have enough money to satisfy the cupidity of 
the men or was trying to drive a bargain 
with them, when his clothing was saturated 
with coal oil, and the poor fellow was set 
on fire, the guards unconcernedly smoking 
their pipes and jeering while the victim 
was being burned to death. 

From all indications, the revolution now 
on in Russia is not to go backward, the 
measure of iniquity of the house of the Ro- 
manoffs is full to overflowing. Right is 
asserting itself, the church will be purified 
and priestcraft is coming to an end. It is 
gratifying to me to notice that the United 
States is planning a recognition of the new 
government of Russia as soon as the details 
are accomplished. Encouragement from this 
great republic will mean much to awakened 
Russia, who will henceforth: take her place 
with the earth’s emancipated. 

This writer adopted America many years 
ago as the country of his choice, and he has 
tried as best he could to be a loyal subject 
of a great country, but in his heart he has 
often suffered with the people among whom 
he was born, and he thanks God that he is 
living to see the dawn of what is to be a 
most wonderful era for Russia and her hith- 
erto down-trodden people.

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RUSSIAN REVOLUTION 
AWAKENING OF NATION, 
SAY ATLANTA RUSSIANS 


The Russian revolution’ is the fruition of 
the hopes and dreams of the intelligent 
classes of Russia, who are not of the aris- 
tocracy, according to Dr. B. Wildauer, S. 
Yampolsky and other native Russian citizens 
of Atlanta. 

“The revolution is the greatest thing of 
the age,” declared Dr. Wildauer. Other Rus- 
sians of Atlanta are equally as much delight- 
ed over the new turn in, affairs of Russia 
following the dramatic events of the last 
few weeks, and the new regime in the old 
country is recognized here as the awakening 
of a new nation and the birth of freedom. 

Dr. Wildauer came to the United States 
in 1890 from Mitau, capital of Kurland, one 
of the Baltic provinces of Russia, and Mr. 
Yampolsky came over eleven years ago from 
Nemeroff, near Odessa. 

Greatest Thing of Age. 

“The revolution is the greatest thing of 
the age,” sald Dr. Wildauer. “All of the for- 
mer oppression and sorrow that characterized 
that dark country will be no more, but, in- 
stead, a form of government that will permit 
its people to be free and to express them- 
selves freely. There will be a fuller devel- 
opment of industry, and the Jews will be the 
leaders in this, as they would have been 
before, because of their perseverance and 
thrift had they not been constantly oppressed. 
Now all will be different. Many Americans 
will go to Russia, because of the undeveloped 
industries and oppoftunities there. 

The revolution was a remarkable one, ac- 
cording to Dr. Wildauer, in that it was all 
brought about with practically no shedding 
of blood. He said that the time was ripe 
for the event on account of the conditions 
brought about by the war. 

‘The antagonism toward the pro-German 
element,”” he said, ‘“‘was largely due to the 
fact that there are many Germans in the 
Baltic province and there were several Ger- 
mans holding high offices in the army. There 


| was decided opposition to these on the part 


of the Russian people, and they welcomed 
the chance to ‘kill two birds withone stone,’ 
so they brought about the long-desired and 
much-needed revolution, and at the same time 
overthrow the German influence.” 

Mr. Yampolsky said that he had come to 
this country for the sake of the education 
of his boy, who will be graduated next June 
from Columbia university. He is an ardent 
advocate of free and honest thinking. 

Fruition of Dreams. 

“The revolution, which is but the fruition 
of the dreams and hopes of the intelligent 
classes of Russia, who were not among 
the autocracy, represented by the groups of 
enthusiastic students and other organizations, 
began to show signs of its real power some 
eighty years ago,’ said Mr. Yampolsky, “and 
ever since there has been a decided trend 
toward a change of government. Meetings 
were held in secret, and often papers were 
distributed when no one seemingly knew 
from whence they came, all of which deait 
with vital government changes. Of course, 
some of the sources were learned and the 
guilty -persons were, in many instances, 
hanged for their actions.” 

The failure to bring about the revolution 
earlier, according to Mr. Yampolsky, was due 
to the failure of the people, eager for’ the 
change, to influence the military class. Now, 
he said, it was evident that the military 
classes had joined in the desire for a rev- 


olution, and it necessarily came about. 

Mr. Yampolsky expressed great faith in 
the country’s future prosperity. It is his 
opinion that many of the Russians who are 
not bound by strong ties to this country 
will now return’ to their native land, and 
that there will be Americans who will go 
there to take advnntage of Russia's great in- 
dustrial possibilities. 

He said that there has been all along a 
desire for a republic, and he thinks that 
the new government wiil assume such a form. 


STREET PEDDLERS 
MAY BE BARRED 
IN ATLANTA SOON

Several proposed ordinances of public in- 
terest will come up before the ordinance 
committee of council at its regular meet- 
ing in the mayor’s reception roem at 3 
o'clock this afternoon. 

Action will be taken on the ordinance of 
Alderman Barnes prohibiting the issue of 
any further licenses to street peddlers of 
any character. The ordinance is not in- 
tended to affect the licensed newsstands now 
doing business nor the newsboys, but will 
forbid the streets and sidewalks of Atlanta 
to medicine venders, novelty salesmen and 
peddlers generally in future. 

Another proposed ordinance, which has 
the support of the fire department, would 
regulate the storage of gasoline and require 
all purveyors of that article to specify the 
volatility by a display card attached to each 
tank or delivery wagon. - 

The ordinance gives the city engineer 
the right to take samples of gasoline from 
merchants handling it at any time for the 
purpose of testing it. 

The’ ordinance closing the motion picture 
theaters on Sunday, consideration of which 
was postponed at the last meeting of the 
committee, will also come up for action. The 
committeé will give any person or persons 
desiring to be heard an opportunity to ap- 
pear before it. There has been no notice 
of any delegation opposing the ordinance, and 
it is generally understcod that moving pic- 
ture managers have abandoned Sunday mov- 
ies, but a delegation from the Federation of

With 
such a humidifier moistening the air passing 
through the warm air registers, a tempera- 
ture of 65 degrees feels as comfortable as 
‘0 or more degrees of the usual dried out 
air, and makes the coalman worry some too.

Anemia Rarely Helped by Iron.

Anemia is always a secondary con- 
dition,,and its treatment, to be successful, 
requires a thorough investigation of the 
patient, and the proper care of the under- 
lying trouble.- Too little exposure to sun- 
light, confinement in warm rooms, too re- 
fined diet and insufficient variety of fresh 
foods, leaky gas fixtures and flueless gas 
Stoves, and the abuse of laxative drugs are 
among the most frequent causes. Then ther» 
are many cases due to neglected teeth, focal 
infections in the tonsils and elsewhere. un- 
diagnosed tuberculosis, Bright’s disease, 
arteriosclerosis and cancer.

The Gerenuk, an Odd Gazelle, 
Secured for the Smithsonian 
Institution by Col. Roosevelt 


The National Museum has just put a 
mounted Gerenuk on exhibition in the sec- 
tion of mammals in the new building. This 
animal was secured in British East Africa 
by the Smithsonian African expedition of 
1909-1910, under the direction of Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt, and is the first specimen 
of this odd gazelle to be exhibited in. the 
collections of the museum. 

In appearance, the Gerenuk is a peculiar 
mammal, resembling an antelope, and yet 
having such a long neck and such long thin 
legs as to cause the layman to believe it 
must be related to the giraffe. This, how- 
ever, is not the case; it is a gazelle scien- 
tifically termed the Lithocranius walleri, or 
Waller’s gazelle. The body and head are like 
the gazelle but the legs and neck are greatly 
elongated. Its natural habitat is in British 
Fast Africa from Somaliland and southern 
Abyssinia southward throughout the coast 
and Lake Rudolf drainage area to the Kili- 
manjaro district and the Rift valley of Ger- 
man ‘Hast Africa as far south as the mouth 
of the Pangani river. 


Roosevelt Tells of the Animal. 


In the book, “Life Histories of African 
Game Animals,” just issued by Colonel Theo- 
dore Roosevelt and Edmund Heller, it is ‘said 
that this animal is universally distributed 
in the region north of the Tana river and 
threughout Somaliland, where it is well 
ccatiy he to every traveler. P 

The authors state that this long-] 
and long-necked = antelope, enliod’ ee’ Ga 
Swahilis “little camel,” probably because 
this animal lies down and trots in the same 
manner as the. camel, was commonly found 
in the dry, thorn-scrub-covered country 
along the Northern Guaso Nyiro, and was as 
wild and wary as the gazelle of that neigh- 
borhood was tame. They travel in small 
parties or alone and are sometimes found 
near a river, though usually in the driest 
country; those of the arid regions not drink- 
ing at all, but browsing on the twigs and 
withered leaves of the bushes and low thorn 
trees. By stretching théir long necks they 
are able to reach fairly high shrubs, but 
when they wish to get at something stil] 
higher they rise on their hind legs to snatch 
the desired bit of foliage. 


Small, but Can Reach High. 


Although only about four feet long and 
standing about 5 feet, they can reach at 
least 7 feet in the manner described. In 
this they are assisted by a peculiarly shaped 
prehensible upper lip, which is covered with 
a rough membrane, enabling them to reach, 
with the aid of the tongue, an inch or two 
farther and seize what would be actually 
beyond the grasp of other animals of their 
size. <All their attitudes are characteristic 
and unlike those of other antelopes. When 
disturbed they sneak off at an awkward 
trot through the bushes with their headg 
and necks stretched out straight in front 
of them. 

Quite indifferent tS heat, they have been 
seen feeding at noon as often as in the 
morning or evening. The Smithsonian party 
encountered them in the barren and open 
plains, crossing from one patch of scrub to 
another, when, if surprised, they broke into 
a gallop. More often they were found in 
rather thinly bushed tracts where they pre- 
ferred to skulk and hide. 

These animals have uniformly cinnamon 
or reddish brown backs, giving them the 
appearance of being covered with a short 
blanket; along their sides they are of a 
lighter color, buff-pink, and beneath white, 
the legs being like the sides of. the body ex- 
cept the knees which are usually black. Jugt 
below the horns is a noticeable white streak, 
and there are also white markings beneath 
the eye, on the lips, and chin, the last run- 
ning part way down the front of the throat.

has there been no demand from the 
for the passage of any prohibitive 
measure which denies to the citizens the

The 
constitution of the state of Georgia, in the 
bill rights, enumerates certain inherent 
privileges which belong to the citizens of 
Georgia, among others the right to bear 
arms, to be exempt from unreasonable search 
and seizure of person or property, the right 
to speak and write his own sentiments as 
he might deem proper, being responsible 
only for the abuse of the privileges, and 
numerous other rights, specifically mention- 
ed and by paragraph 2, section 5, article 1, 
of the constitution it is expressly provided: 
The enumeration of rights herern contained 
shall not be

herent rights which they may have hither-

We 
submit that the time has not yet come in 
Georgia when peopie of this state are so 
indifferent to their rights as that they will 
sit quiet and unresisting and see them- 
selves deprived by arbitrary power of their 
right to exercise the privileges of freemen. 
in the case of Adams Express Company 
vs. Commonwealth of Kentucky, reported in 
volume 238, page 190,. of the decisions of 
the supreme court of the United States, 
that court had under considesation a case 
which involved the right under the Webb- 
Kenyon law to exclude from interstate com- 
merce liquors designed for personal use. 
This court held that, in view of the de- 
cision of the supreme court of Kentucky 
upon that subject, that such liquors could 
be prohibited in interstate commerce. 
It quotes from the decision of the supreme 
court of Kentucky, and itis refreshing in this 
day and generation to read from that case 
the sentiment expressed when it was sought 
to deprive the individual of his right to use 
liquor. That great court said: 

Cites State History. 

‘The history of our state from its  be- 
ginning shows that there never was even 
the claim of a right on the part of the 
legislature to interfere with the citizen 
using liquor for his own comfort, provided 
that in so doing he commits no offense 
against public decency by being intoxicated; 
and we are of the opinion that it has never 
been within the competency of the legisla- 
ture to so restrict the liberty of the citizen, 
and certainly not since the adoption of the 
present constitution. The bill of rights, 
which declared that among the inalienable 
rights possessed by the citizens, is that of 
seeking and pursuing their safety and hap- 
piness, and that the absolute and arbitrary 
power over the lives, liberty and property of 
freemen exists nowhere in a republic, not 
even in the iargest majority would be but 
an empty sound if the legislature could 
prohibit the citizen the right of owning or 
drinking liquor when in so doing he would 
not offend the laws of decency by being 
intexicated in eS herefore 
the question of what a man, will drink, or 
eat, or own, provided the rights of others 
are not invaded, is one which addresses 
itself alone to the will of the citizen. It 1s 
not within the competency of government 
to invade the privacy of a citizen’s life and 
to regulate his conduct in matters In which 
he alone is concerned, or to pronibit him 
any liability the exercise of which will not 
directly injure society. ' 

When we read the language of this de- 
cision, and read it in connection with the 
hereditary traditions of our own state, we 
may well inquire from whence does the 
Georgia legislature draw the authority to 
take away from the citizen of the state the 
privilege of using his discretion as to what 
he will drink, or what he will eat, or what 
he will own. These considerations lead us 
to’ the conclusion that not only is the pro- 
posed legislation unwise in the superlative 
sense, but that it is in violation of the very 
spirit and genius ‘of the institutions of 
government under which we live. We, 
therefore, recommend that the bill do not

Then Fight Starts. 

When a motion was made to have 300 
copies of the “bone-dry” bill printed 
and laid upon the desks of the mem- 
bers, Representative Blackburn intro- 
duced an amendment providing for the 
printing also of 300 copies of the 
minority report to be laid upon the 
desks of the members.. This motion 
precipitated the hottest fight of the 
day, and the motion, coming as it did 
from the minority leader and bearing 
upon a strictly minority matter, gained 
a surprising amount of strength. 

When the vote upon the amendment 
was: taken the minority, which had‘not 
been able to do so before at this ses- 
sion, was able to command a roll call 
by four-fifths of one vote, and on the 
roll call the amendment was _ voted 
down by the comparatively narrow 
margin of 72 to 83. 

he Beazley motion for the printing 
of the bill was then put and carried 
by the approximately usual showing of 
strength of 101 to ‘ 

A resolution by Representative An- 
drews, of Fulton, indorsing the admin- 
istration of President Wilson and con- 
demning “in unmeasured terms the 
conduct and actions of that coterie of 
senators in the United States’ who 
blocked the president’s plans and ideas 
for the defense of the country, was 
passed. 

Andrews Resolution. 

The Andrews resolution is as fol- 
lows:

“*Resolved, further, That we condemn 

unmeasured terms the conduct and ac- 
tions of that coterie of senators in the 
United States senate who labored to biock, 
did block, the president 
of the United States in the execution of his 
ideas and plans for the, defense of our 
country and its commerce. 


‘Resolved, further. That we do hereby 


declare our absolute confidence in our presi- 


dent, both as to his great ability and his 
splendid and unquestionable patriotism, and 
we do now solemnly assure the president 
that our sympathies and support shall be 
with him in whatever action he may feel 
called upon to take in properly meeting the 
events and coping with the exigencies that 
may arise in the administration of our 
national affairs. whether in peace or war.” 
Fight in the Senate. 

When the senate met and received 

the report of the temperance commit- 


tee favorably recommending for pas- 
sage the “bone dry” bill, the bill was 
read for the third time and placed 
upon its passage. 

Early in the debate Senator Turner 
introduced his amendment to allow 
each citizen to transport personally into 
Georgia one quart of liquor per month 
for his personal use, and was voted 


down, 


The senate then developed the warm- 
est sort of a fight over whether or not 
the provision for a state commissioner 
of prohibition should be allowed to g 
into the “bone dry” 
which Thursday morning was read for 
the third time and placed upon its pas- 
sage in the upper branch of the leg- 
islature. 

The entire session was spent in de- 
bating the one point, and at 1:15 
o’clock adjourned until 10 o’clock Fri- 
day morning without taking any action. 
The adjournment until Friday mornin 
was accomplished after a _ spirite 
fight on the part of Senator Stovall, 
of the Thirtieth, for an afternoon ses- 
Sion Thursday. | 

The question of a prohibition commis- 
sioner appeared by no means near a 
settlement at the time of adjournment, 
and the sentiment of the senate ap- 
peared fairly evenl divided upon 
whether or not this feature should be 
incorporated in the bill. 

Administration Urges Plan. 

Close friends of Governor Harris in 
the senate were ardent in their advo- 
cacy of this feature, which has been 
insisted upon by the governor. Among 
other advocates of the office there is 
a disposition to allow the creation of 
the office—making the state commis- 
sioner of commerce and labor the pro- 
hibition commissioner—but stripping 


the office of power to prosecute, or at 


best, to assist in prosecutions only at 
the request of county authorities. 


Opponents of this feature are of the 


opinion that the creation of this office 
would breed contempt for the law and 
hamper its enforcement through re- 
sentment of an “outsider” seemingly 
“meddling” in the court affairs of the 
county. 

Among those who spoke in favor of 
the creation of the office were -‘Sena- 
tors Boykin of the seventeenth, Wal- 
ker of the twentieth, Way of the sec- 
ond and Adams of the _ thirty-third, 
while those opposing the office on the 
floor of the senate were Senators Mc- 


Laughlin of the thirty-sixth, Akin of 


the fourth, Burnside of the twenty- 
ninth, Pickett of the eleventh and 
others.
